SECRET OF LONG LIFE.

CAN A HEALTHY PERSON PROLONG
HIS LIFE TO 200 YEARS?

The Theory of “Retarding Vital Consump-
tion"—Franklin and the Flies—Work the
Heart Does—Recent Experiment In the
Partial Vegetarian System.

Among the various fantastic theo-
ries for prolonging life one of the
most popular at the end of the eight-
teenth century was what was called
“retarding vital consumption.” Mau-
pertuis fancied that a complete sus-
chsi.m of vital activity, a sort of
tip Van, Winkle sleep, might be
produced so as to check self con-
sumption. Bodies in this state could
be laid away and then resuscitated
after a lapse of two or three centu-
ries. Benjamin Franklin even, while
living in I'rance, seems to have had
faith in this.  One day he reccived
some bottles of wine from Virginia.
In one of them—only one—were a
few dead flies, which the great phil-
osopher resolved to utilize in and
experiment.  The month was July,
and the imported flies, which had
been on a spree in Virginia, had fal-
Ien into the native wine and had
been in this state shipped to France,
where they were exposed to the heat
of the French sun.  Three hours
passed, and the winged Virginians
came to life after an apparent death
of many weeks., At first a sort of
convulsive movement scized them.
They began then to use their legs,
walked around awile, and sceming
to be aware that they were in Franee
immediately conchuled to make their
toilet by rubbing their cyes with
their fore feet, using their hind legs

to smooth out their wings. They
then flew away to associate with
Pavis flies.  Franklin wrote ot the

incident :

“Sinee by suel w complete sus-
pension of all internal as well as ex-
ternal consumption it is possible to
produce a pause of iife and at the
same time to perserve the vital prin-
ciple, might not such a process be
cimployed in regard to man 7 1 can
imaginc no greater plc:u‘m‘c than to
cause wyselt to be immersed, along
with a fow good friends, in wine and
to be again called back o life at the
end of 50 or more years by the gen-
tal solar rays of my native country,
only that I may sce what improve-
ment the state has made and what
changes time has brought with it.”

It was once thonght that people
tied from lack of what physicians
called *the vital principle.” It is a
phrase that has a fine, vague, myste-
rious sound, but it really means little
or nothing.  Or, in other words, it
is now conceded that death comes
from  disintegration, very gradual
often, it is truc, in all the bodily or-
gans, brought about by the all im-
portant blood heing blocked up by
accresions which close the channels
leading from the heart.  Most mag-
nificent and most wonderful nuscle
as the human heart is, ic may get
clogged in such a way by the earthly
sults in the blood as to be unable to
perform its regular functions.  Then
the life fluil cannot be kept in
proper circulation. Allowing 69 or
70 pulsations of the heart—the usual
average—every minute, one person
hias 100,000 Leart beats in the space
of one day. This means of course,
that the heart and arteries are econ-
tracted with such power as to keep
50 or 60 pounds of blood in healthy
movement.  Really it is a wonder
that vne does not wear out long be-
fore he usually does.  And it forees
a new kind of adimivation from  the
thinking man when he sees for the
first time a human being who has
lasted 100 or 145 vears, and whose
Leart is still guing on after all this
enovmous expenditnve of force. The
eyces, ears and stamach all have a
vest, but the heart keeps on through
waking hours as well as through
sleep,  Pauses hetween the beats
are all the vaeation it retz, which
seems to be really no rest at all
When one does not dream, even the
brain seems to sleep, or at least it
wives peace and (uict,

Much has been written and talked
about vegetarvianism in o rvelation  to
health and its efteet on long life, It
i+ not claimed, however, by its striet
advocates that any of the of the
great nmmber of people who liave
fived to be 100 and over were vege-
tavians,  In fact, most of these con-
tenarians scem to have lived just like
common ol who die ut 40 or 5H0,
[f they had only taken eave of theme
selves and kept theiv blood in good
condition, there is no telling hut 200
years may have been scored as casily
as 100, Natural advantages  being
S0 great, as shown ]I.\' what [ht'y il
do, a vagrue saduess overcomes the
social philosopher when e thinks of
what they might have accomplished
under move favorable conditions for
the success of the experiment.

As to the admitted  advantages of
alpartinl vegetarian system of living,
M. Francisqne Sarcey, the famous
F'rench eritic, has  heen trying it,
and ina communication to one of the
PPavisian journals gives his experience.
Sinee Aprily 1808, he has  toueh no
weeat.  In Auznst of the sane yvear
he reports that he is only o moderate

fore. At first he naturally felt hun-
gry an hour or two after eating, but
after a fortnight the flesh craving
passed away, and now he not only
cats at the same hours as before, but
consumes much less food. The ad-
vantages of the system aro described
by bhim as most remarkable. His
mind is clearer, and he feels more
disposed for work. He is no longer
sleepy after meals, his brain is fresh-
er, his limbs more elastic, and, more
astonishing still, he can stand wmore
fatigue. Formerly he felt the need
of stimulants, and now he has done
away with such things. Ile does not
smoke, and he is endeavoring to di-
minish  his  coffee supply. Alto-
gether he is enthusiastic. = At first
it is rather like self-denial, but one
gets to like it in time,—Chicago
Tribune.

Immigration to the United States.

Under My, Worthington C. Ford
as its chicl the Bureau of Statistics
is doing the most interesting and im-
portant work of its history. With
the July report of imports and ex-
ports is presented a graphic table of
immigration for the last ten years.

In that time Germany has been
casily first.  From no other country
have nearly so many immigrants
come except once, in 1888, when
103,692 persons came from England,
Scotland and Wales. In that year
108,717 German immigrants landed
in this country. In the next year
the immigration was as follows :

The sources of our new foreign
population change from time to time.
There was a well-known period be-
sinning before the middle of the
century, and following  the great
famine, when the bulk of the immi-
sration was  from  Ireland. That
period has long since passed and not
only is the Irish immigration ex-
cceded by the German but also by
that of a number of other countries.
In 1885, 1886 and 1887 it was ex-

ceeded by the mmigration  from
England, Scotland and Wales. In

1888 it was also less than that from
Denmark, Sweden and Norway.  In
1891 it was exceeded also by that of
Russia and Poland and Italy. In
the fiscal year 1894 these countries
were all ahead of Ireland except the
Scandinavians,  whose  immigrants
numbered about Y00 fewer than the
Ivish immigrants.

[t is interesting to note that the
Ivish and the Germans come here for
homes and bring their families with
them. In ISU3 the lIrish women
immigrants outnumbered the men by
about 1,500, indicating that domestic
serviee in this country has more at-
tractions to the peasant givls than
day labor has for unmarried Ivish-
men. OF the 95,361 Germans who
came to this country in that year
SESM were men and 41,967 were
women—a large proportion. It is
clear that the Italians, Hungarians
and  Bohemians come here for the
purpose of making as much as possi-
ble by their labor and then returning
to theiv native eountries.  The im-
migration from these last and the
other countries was divided between
the sexes as follows:

Assuming that the immigration of
women indicates a permanent move-
ment and that those who come here
with their finiilies intencl to abide in
the country and to become Amcrican
citizens, the lnenph: of the different
countries may he arranged as to their
permancnee in the following ovder;

6, Austria, including Tungary and
Boliemia s 7, Italy.  In other words
the people whom we econsider least

Asiswell known, immigration was
much lighter in 1804 than it had
been inany previons vear for a long
time.  In 1S90t was 560,319 in
1802, 623,084 in 1803, 502,917 ;
in 180k it was only 511404 The
falling off was hy far the greatest in
the Skay immicration.  The decrease
in the number arviving from Russin
and Poland alone was from 117,692
in 1802 (o 30,124, —N, Y. Werld.

3. We demand the free and unlimited
coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1, and
insist upon its immediate ennctment without
waiting for interoational agreement, We
insist upon it fur the protection of our farm-
ers and laboring classer, (he first and most
Gefense'ess victims of unstable money and
fluctua‘ing currency.

4. We reaflirm our allegiance and ad-
herence to an«d advocacy of the principles
set forth in our State Democratio platforms
adopted in 1800 and 1992,

5. Recognizing the greit evi's of infem-
perance and the curse of barrpoms and their
corrupting inflvences, we heartily endorse
the dispensary law 83 the happiest and best
solution of the vexcd whiskey problem and
we call upon the Christian men and women
of the Siate to sce that the law is fairly
tested and to nssist in its eoforcement.

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In the Copper CHfT inine, near Sud-
bury, Canada, it is said more nickel is
being produced than the entire market
of the world ealls for at current prices,
A little branch off the main line of the
Canadian Pacilic railway, four miles in
length, leads ont to the mine, which
opens into the face of aeragol the brown,
oxidized Laurentian rock, characteristic
of this region,  The miners are now at
work at a depth of about 300 feet below
the surface. As fast as the nickel and
copper bearing rock is hoisted out, it is
broken up and piled upon long beds, or
ricks, of pine wood, to be caleined or
roasted, for the purpose of driving out
the sulphur which it contains. The roast-
ing process is of the nature of lime kiln-
ing or charcoal burning. Each great bed
of ore requires from one to two months
to roast. When roasted the rock goesto
the principal smelter, a powerful blast
furnace **jacketed"—in mining phrase—
with running water, to enable it to sus-
tain the great heat requisite to reduco
the erude, obdurate mineral to fluidity.

The dross of the molten mass is first
allowed to flow off, and afterward the
nearly pure nickel and copper, blended
together in an alloy ealled the *“mat,” or
matte, is drawn off at the base of the
furnaceo into the barrow pois and wheclea
away, still liquid and fiery hot, to cool
in the yard of the smelter,  The mat con-
tains about 70 per cent. of nickel, the re-
maining 30 per cent. being mainly cop-
per.  When cold, the conizal pot loaves
of mat can casily be eracked in picces
by means of heavy hammers,  The fraee-
ments are then packed ia barrels and
shipped to Swansea, in Wales, aml to
Germany, where the two  constituent
metals are separated and refined by sceret
processes, which  are very  jealously
guarded by the manufacturers.

S0 jealously is the seeret kept that no
one in America has yei been able to learn
the process, although one young metal-
lurgist spent three years in Swansea as a
common laborer in the factories in order
to obtain jt. At present there are pro-
duced daily at the Copper CHIF mine
about nincty pot loaves of mat, cach
weighing near 450 pounds, an output
which yvields an aggregate of more than
4,000 tons of nickel a year,—Manufac-
turing Jeweler,

Professor 'rank 11, Snow, of the Kan-
sas State university, said several years
ago: “Dut the fact that thousands of
new comers, from ignorance of the cli-
mate, have attempted to introduce ordi-
nary agricultural operations upon the so
called plains, and have disastrously failed
in the attempt, has placed an undeservd
stigma upon the good name of Kansasin
many far distant econnmunities, and has
undoubtedly somewhat retarded innmi-
gration during the past few years. 1t is
time for the general vecognition of the
fact that, except in exceedingly  limited
arca wheroe drrigation is possible, the
western thivd of Kansas is beyond the
limit of successful periculture,”

The severe scasons of drought which
have ocearred sinee the above conserva-
tive statement was written  show the
whole trath of the matter to be that the
westward advancing line of settlement
is by no means anisohyvetal one, but that
it is merely aline representing in a way
the overtlow of the population of our
eastern states. It needs but o slight
acquaintance  among  the old settlers
in central Kansas to know that they
fear nowadnys excessively dry weather
as much ns they did twenty-five yoars
ago,  The people who live farther west
are losing faith in the idea of an in-
creased rainfall, as is evidenced by the
fact that over two hundred lincar miles
of maln canals have lately been con-
structed for irrigation purposcs nearly
as far east as Kinsley, in the Arkansas
valley of Western Kansas, In the Platte
valley, in Nebraska, large irvigating svs.
tems are at present being  projected,—
